It is believed that Sir John Thomp- 
son has been called upon to form a ministry.

HILTON FEARS BUTLER. 


A, T. STEW ART’S IRISH HEIRS CHARGED 
WITH CORRUPT CONSPIRACY, 


A Motion Granted to Allow the Executors 
ta Intervene in the Action of Sarah 
Branagh—Affidavits Proving the Exist- 

. ence of a Syndicate Read in the United 
States Circuit Court—Failure of a Big 
Retail Clothing Firm—Other New York 
News. 


New York, June 12,—[Special. ]—No de- 
fense was made by Gen. B. F. Butler and 
William H. Secor, counsel for the Irish heirs 
contesting A. T. Stewart’s will, to a motion 
presented today by ex-Judge Horace Russell 
before Judge Lacombe in the United States 
Circuit Court for an order permitting Henry 
Hilton and Charles J. Clinch, as executors 
of the will of Cornelia M. Stewart, to inter- 
vene in the action of Sarah Branagh against 
William P. Smith on the ground that 
they are interested in the subject of 
the action, and that the action is 
prompted, not in the interest of justice, 
but by a corrupt conspiracy to defraud Henry 
Hilton. While the motion was being presented 
Lawyer Robert H. Griffin announced that he 
appeared for Peter D. Sturges, against whom, 
he said, he understood charges were made in 
affidavits accompanying the motion. Judge 
Lacombe informed the lawyer that as Mr. 
Sturges was not a party to the action there 
was no necessity for his appearance in court. 
The motion was entered by default. Several 
hours after Gen. Butler and Lawyer Secor ap- 
peared in court, but took no exception to the 
proceedings. 

The affidavits bear chiefly upon a syndicate 
conspiracy to get possession of the merchant 
prince’s money and are made by Horace Rus- 
sell, Walter Cheetham, Jabish Holmes Jr., 
Mark B. Tobin, John A. McKindless, Prescott 
Hall Butler, and Jacob Dreicer concerning the 
conspiracy, and by Drs. William H. White 
and Erastus E. Marcy, Cornelia Stewart But- 
ler, Edward B. Hilton, William P. Smith, and 
Delanco Calvin relating to Mr. Stewart’s will. 
Jacob Dreicer’s affidavit is in substance as fol- 
lows: 

Invited to Join the Syndicate, 

I reside at No. 115 East Sixty-fourth street; am 
an importer of precious stones and a jeweler at No. 
1128 Broadway. In the summer my place of business 
is in one of the stores under the Grand Hotel at 
Saratoga Springs. In the early part of May of 
the present year an acquaintance suggested that 
he knew,how I could make a great deal of money. 
When I asked him how he said by going into a 
syndicate which was engaged in prosecuting a 
lawsuit against the Stewart estate to break A. T. 
Stewart’s will. He suggested that he would put 
in $750 and that I should put in $750 and purchase 
a share in such syndicate,“ to be taken out in 
my name, from which we would be likely to re- 
alize not less than $50,000. 

Mr. Dreicer then tells how Alfred L; White 
advised him to see ex-Judge Russell, and he 
did so and was told by the Judge to follow up 
the matter. Then he was introduced to Knox 
& Woodward, attorneys, No. 52 William 


street, where he met Peter D. Sturges, who 


was to explain to him the details of the syndi- 
cate. His affidavit continues: 

Sturges said to me: 
you, and I know all about you, and I have got the 
best thing you could ever go into, against the big- 
gest thief in this country.” 

I said: “Who is he?” He said: Judge Hil- 
ton.” 

Mr. Dreicer next tells how he was shown a 
certified check for $1,000 signed by W. C. 
Doning or W. C. Dunton.“ 

Sturges then said: Lou see we have all the 
money we want at present, but we want some 
money to fight, so that we may be prepared 
for the future. In the course of the conver- 
gat, on they told him that Norman W. Bing- 
ham of Boston, a lawyer, was the chiet man 
in it; that he was the “treasurer” of the 
‘“‘syndicate,.”’ The affidavit continues: 

Mr. Knox took out some papers, one of which 
purported to be an agreement between Sturges 
and Benjamin F. Butler of Boston, and read them. 
I can only remember that this agreement provid- 
ed that Butler was to get 10 per cent and Sturges 
37 per cent, I think, and that in case Butler should 
die before the case was ended his estate should 
get only 2% percent and the balance of his per- 
centage go back to the syndicate. 1 asked them 
how they were going to break the will, and they 
showed me a big pile of papers which they said 
they got in Ireland, certificates of birth and 
death and a big map with a lot of names—So and 
So Stewart, So and So Stewart, So and So Bag- 
ley, and finally Alexander Stewart—showing that 
all those people are blood relations of Mr. A. T. 
Stewart. 

Warned of a Conspiracy. 

Ex-Judge Horace Russell says in the latter 
part of his affidavit: 

The 3d or 4th of December, 1890, I was visited 
at my office by one Telemaque T. Timayenis, a 
Greek, who said, There is a great conspiracy 
going on against you.” 

„Against me?’ I asked. “I mean,” he said, 
“against the Stewart estate, for which you are 
attorney: it is the damnedest conspiracy I ever 
heard of in my life.“ Then Timayenis told how he 
occupied an office with Secor, and had overheard 
the alleged conspirators. Hesaid: I have seen 
Sturges coming there and Bingham coming there, 
and once Ben Butler, and they are plotting and 
plotting all the time. Sturges is the greatest 
plotter of them all; he seems to be the king bee, 
He gives all his time to it. 

Then he said: Do you know they have got old 
Smith?’ 

I replied : ‘*‘ How do you know that?” 

„O,“ he said, he has been coming there since 
last summer several times, and they have been 
urging him all the time to go in with them and 
they will make a big stake. And I heard them 
agree that Smith should have 20 per cent of what- 
ever they should get out of it if he would go in 
with them. Then he wanted something down on 
account; he wanted $1,000. Sturges was willing 
to pay something, but they tried to make him 
take $500, and finally, after much talk, they com- 
promised on $800. Then old Smith signed an 
affidavit of something about how he did not wit- 
ness the will with the doctors.” 

Ex-Judge Russell says further in his affi- 
davit that Timayenis refused to make an affi- 
davit of the disclosures made by hing unless 
paid $3,000. 

Gen. Butler characterized the affidavits as 
scurrilous. ‘‘Bya thorough examination of 
all the witnesses,”’ he said, I came to the con- 
clusion, of which I have no moral doubt, that 
this will is not atrue and valid will, but they 
suppose that I should immediately rush into 
the newspapers to tell what my evidence is, and 
I am not fool enough to have my case brought 
out by simple slander and libel. I have been 
slandered a great many years and was never 
frightened outof anything yet. They claim 
that they have found out lately a great con- 
spiracy—a syndicate. The fact of it is that 
George Bagley came over from Ireland and 
engaged counsel. He agreed to give me one- 
half of the money they recovered if they won 
the fight against this enormous fraud. Ex- 
Judge Russell alleges champetry. He does 
not know that there is no such thing as cham- 
petry except as a statute crime committed by 
a public officer.”

BULLISH FEELING I 


An Easy Money Market and Cessation of 


Nsw Lonx, June 12— 
was engaged for export tomorrow and the 
street at last begins to believe that the efflux 
is over. Tomorrow's bank statement is ex- 
pected to reflect an important increase in the 
surplus of the city banks, since cur- 
rency has continued to flow here from the 
West and the Treasury disbursements 
for pensions have been large, while only 
$500,000 gold has been exported, as against 
seven or eight times that amount in preced- 
ing weeks. The brilliant crop prospects led 
to good buying of the Granger stocks, partic- 
ularly for Chicago account. St. Paul is up %, 
Burlington 1, and Rock Island 156. Traffic re- 


turns were irregular, Louisville and Union 


Pacific both showing decreased earnings, 
while most of the others reflected gains. 
Union Pacific, however, advanced %, and 
Louisville a slight fraction, showing that the 
present paucity of tonnage is regarded as 
only temporary. 

Aside from the industrial share there was 
no decline of any consequence. Chicago Gas 
sold off % on stock jobbing rumors intimat- 
ing that there might be a hitch im the pending 
settlement with the company. Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding is down 1 per cent on 
a revival of the _ periodical report 
that an opposition distillery is projected by 
jobbers. Sugar refining also declined 13¢ on 
indefinabie rumors of possinle legal interfer- 
ence with the payment ot dividends declared 
this week. Easy money, splendid crop pres- 
pects, and the improvement in the foreign 
situation resulted in the market closing firm, 
with a particularly buoyant tone in the Gould 
properties.

BEAT THE SUBWAY BILL. 


BURKE OF COOK COUNTY SECURES 
THE MEASURE’S DEFEAT. 


He Was Aided by Some of the Country 
| Legislators, Who Were Misinformed as 
to the Proposed Law—The Three Mill 

Tax Bill Killed Through the Treachery 

of Four or Five Cook County Members 

~—Chicago Measures Passed. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12.—[Special. ]}—The 

Subway bill was beaten just before 8 o’clock 
tonight. Alldaylong had Mr. Miller, Mc- 
Inerney, Bryan, and the other friends of the 
measure been working to secure its considera- 
tion. There was a good prospect of success. 
The bill was well down on the calendar, to 
be sure, but there was every reason to believe 
it would be reached. A few bills above the 
Subway was a little trifling amendment to the 
Fish law and there came up a row over it. 
This led to great confusion in the House, the 
mem bers standing on benches bowling and yeil- 
ing. Presently Mr. O'Connell of McLean said 
the bills were going through and no one knew 
what they were or who was voting for them. 


He characterized the proceedings of the House | 


as disgraceful and unseemly, not in keeping 
with other Legislatures. This speech seemed 
to influence the House still more, and the 
mighty roar of confusion was increased. Mr. 
Burke stripped off his coat and roared around 
the House about the Subway bill. Miller 
was on his feet, and at the most 
opportune moment, made a motion that the 
Subway bill, Senate bill 355, be put on its 
passage. Then Mr. Burke went beside him- 
self with rage, so loudly and vehemently did 
he object. The greatest+tumult reigned on 
the floor, but the Speaker skillfully gained 
order and induced all of the members to re- 
turn to their seats. Then Mr. Miller made a 
formal motion for suspension. It would have 
been carried by a viva voce vote, but Burke 
and others demanded a roll call. 

The House broke out in the most noisy man- 
ner, and a second time did Mr. Crafts get 
order. The Speaker coolly stated the ques- 
tion, and roll-call was had. There was no 
quorum on the first call, but on the second 
enough gotin the record to show one. The 
vote on the motion to suspend stood yeas 71 
to nays 43. It was lost because it required a 
two-thirds vote. This settled the fate of the 
much-needed improvement. It was killed 
through the opposition of Burke, aided by 
some of the country members, who had been 
induced to believe the bill in some way or 
other interfered with the rights of the people 
to the Lake-Front. They were led into 
voting against its consideration by artful and 


designing men, who were determined for 


reasons best known to themselves to kill this 
bill. A good fight was made forit, but the 
fates were against the measure, whose friends 
deserve more than a word of praise for their 
efforts in its behalf. 


Defeat. of the Three-Mill Tax Bill. 

The Three-Mill Extra Tax bill was killed in 
the House this afternoon about 6 o’clock 
through the treachery of four or five Cook 
County members. The bitterest fight made 
against the bill was conducted by Hayes, 
O’Donnell, Wilk, and Carmody. They went 
out of their way to misrepresent the purposes 
of the measure and to mislead the rural mem- 
bers as to its character and the effect of its 
enactment. They have been at this work al- 
most since the measure was introduced. The 
efforts. of the Chicago real-estate men here to 
counteract their work had some effect, but 
when the vote on a third reading was 
called this evening only sixty-four votes 
could be mustered in favor of the measure, 
whereas it required seventy-seven to pass it. 
Wilk lobbied busily against the bill, leaving 
his own side of the House and going over to 
the Democratic side, where he was objected-- 
to by Townsend, Van Praag, and other Dem- 
ocrats who favored the measure. Carmody 
also made himself conspicuously obnoxious 
against the bill, rushing to the Clerk’s desk 
and shouting against the bill. He was too 
cowardly, however, to place himself on record 
against the measure and dodged the roll call. 

Ramsay of St. Clair lead the assault on the 
measure. He said it was vicious and per- 
nicious. It opened the way to the taxation of 
all cities in Illinois in order to give Chicago 
an opportunity to spend more money in 
cleaning its streets for two years. 

Mr. Edmunds then repeated the arguments 
furnished him by Wilk, Hayes, and O' Don- 
nell. The bill was against the farmers. If 
the tax was not allowed Chicago assessment 
would be increased and the State would have 
to pay less taxes than 1t does now. 

Neal of Peoria said the increased tax was 

necessary for Chicago. As a friend of the 
farmers and the workingmen he was not 
afraid to advocate the bill. 

Mr. Stoker moved that the debate be closed, 
and it was so ordered. The roll-call proceed- 
ed amidst the greatest confusion. The ene- 
mies of the bill crowded to the Clerk’s desk. 
The Speaker tried in vain to quell the disor-

The conference committee of the Senate 
and House failed to agree, as it was expected 
they would, on the Education bill.

Disposition of Many Important Measares—

Rushing Bills Through. 

The bills came in rapid succession and few 
of the members responded to the roll-call 
but the Clerk considerately recorded them all 
in favor of every measure, and it was rare that 
any negative votes were permitted to go upon 
the record. Messrs. Enslow, O'Connell, Kel- 
ler, Cockrell, and others protested against this 
unparliamentary and ther illegal pro- 
ceeding, but they were unheeded either by the 
Speaker or by the House, and a half-dozen 
measures were in this way declared passed 
which, as a matter of fact, did not receive a 
score of votes either for or against.

This bill provides as follows: 

In all cases where any deed to any land in this 
State has been or shall be made to any alien, 
such alien shall have power to convey to a citizen 
of the United States a good title thereto, or 
incumber the same in favor of a citizen, and a 
judgment or decree against such alien shall be a 
valid lien on such land, if such deed, incum-

Every person, whether the keeper of a dram- 
shop or not, who shall buy orin any manner pro- 
cure or aid in procuring any wine, rum, brandy, 
gin. whisky, lager beer, hard cider, alcohol, or 
other vinous, malt, spirituous, fermented, or 
mixed liquors or any intoxicating liquor what- 
ever for any minor without the written order 
of such minor’s parent, guardian, or fam- 
ily physician, or shall procure or aid in procur- 
ing any of said liquors for any person in- 
toxicated, or who is in the habit of getting intox- 
icated, shall for every such offense fined not 
less than $20 nor more than $100 or confined in 
the county jail not less than ten nor more than 
— days, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. :

Mr. Leland, However, Says the Hotel Has 
Not Been Sold—Other Transactions, 

It is said that a company has been formed 
to acquire the Leland Hotel property and 
that it has purchased the property for 8825, 
000, subject to the completion of negotia- 
tions now under way for the sale of the fee 
and the leasing back of the ground for ninety- 
nine years.

THE ILLINOIS WORLD'S FAIR m APPRO- 
PRIATION. 

The disagreement between the Senate and 
the House as to the amount of money which 
should be appropriated for the Illinois World's 
Fair exhibit has been settled by the conference 
committee fixing the sum at $800,000, being 
$50,000 more than the House proposed and 
$200,000 less than the Senate wished for. 
Perhaps this was tho best that could be 
done. Had the conterrees failed to agree 
there would have been an adjournment with- 
out an appropriation, and, though a special 
session would have been called to attend to 
the matter, the outside effect of the failure 
to act now would have been like a wet blanket 
on the Fair. But though this greater misfor- 
tune has been averted, it is disheartening to see 
how men actuated by mistaken, short-sighted 
motives have been enabled to cripple an en- 
terprise in which they should have taken 
ptide. Pretended fears that the appropria- 
tion would be used in some mysterious and 
unexplained way for the benefit of the Repub- 
lican party, with the President of the board 
a Democrat, and the idea of making party 
capital out of razeed appropriations, no mat- 
ter what the money was to be spent for, 
coupled with the outspoken hostility to Chi- 
cago of the St. Louis crowd in the Legis- 
lature, contributed to bring about this un- 
happy and disgraceful result. 

The people, however, especially those of 
Cook County, will not divide up the responsi- 
bility for this performance in equal shares 
among those House members who voted 
against receding from their amendment to 
the Senate bill. They will place it all on the 
shoulders of Speaker Crafts, one of their own 
citizens. They will charge that his betrayal 
of the trust they reposed in him was the cause 
of this injury to the Fair and the State. They 
will be right about it, too. If the Speaker 
had not worked while in his chair and while 
out of it against the million-dollar appropria- 
tion it would have carried easily. It took all 
his influence and all his unjust rulings to de- 
feat it. He wanted and voted to have the sum 
half a million rather than $750,000. 

His motive is plain enough. It was to 
strengthen himself politically with the St. 
Louis element. Of course he does not believe 
that there will be any partisan expenditure of 
the money by the State Board of Agriculture, 
which he has falsely assigned as his reason for 
asmall appropriation. If that were true he 
would have provided for the disbursing of the 
money by others. He wishes to be nominated 
for Governor next year, and feeling confident 
of home support wants to make sure of the 
votes of the St. Louis crowd, which is always 
against a Chicago candidate. Thus it comes 
about that he betrayed his own friends to cur- 
ry favor with his enemies, They have used 
him, and will now proceed to throw him over- 
board. When the convention meets he will 
find Egypt dead against him. He copied after, 
the dog which dropped the beef-bone to snap 
at its shadow in the water. In his anxiety to 
secure Monroe, Clinton, St. Clair, Randolph, 
Montgomery, Macoupin, Green, Jersey, Cal- 
houn, Madison, and adjoining counties Mr. 
Crafts has lost Cook. Its delegates will not be 
for him next year, and if by any accident he 
should be nominated he will be soscratched by 

his own party in this city that he will 
not be sure he was acandidate. It is hard 
to remember when Cook County has produced 
a poorer politician than Mr. Crafts, who 
seems never to have learned the rule that the 
wisest thing a man can do is to stick to his 
own people.

TURN OVER THE ARID LANDS TO THE 
STATES, 

The Secretary of Agriculture has written a 
letter, in which he uses the following lan- 
guage: | 

The work of this department is not directed to 

up “a national irrigation scheme.“ I 
am utterly opposed to the government undertak- 
ing any grand scheme for the construction of ex- 
tensive irrigation works, the cost of which shall 
be defrayed out of the National Treasury, thus 
imposing a burden upon the taxpayers of the 
United States for the benefit of a particular sec- 
tion or class. This was clearly stated by Mr. 
Willits, the Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
speaking for myself and for this department be- 
fore the committee of the Senate last winter. 

The irrigation inquiry work undertaken and 
performed by this department has been, and is, 
sedulously confined to the collection and dis- 
semination of information relative to the condi- 
tion of our irrigable lands, and the methods by 
which irrigation can be applied to the best ad- 
vantage. Inthis Iam simply carrying out the 
behests of Congress as expressed in the act mak- 
ing a small appropriation for this purpose. 

If Secretary Rusk had not disliked to make his 
letter too long he would probably have stated 
that the proper thing for the Federal Govern- 
ment to do with the arid land left to it, which 
is at present unfit for agriculture and of 
which it takes 40 to 100 acres to afford scanty 
pasturage to one bullock, is to cede it to the 
States and Territories within whose bounds it 
is, to be used by them in accordance with cer- 
tain general regulations to be laid down by 
Congress. 

That the United States should enter upon 
the expense of a colossal system of irrigation 
which, if fully carried out, might make half 
its drought-smitten lands crop-bearing is not 
to be dreamed of, especially if it is proposed 
that these lands when made cultivable at vast 
expense to the National Treasury are to be 
given away to homesteaders, as other lands 
have been which cost the government only 
the expense of surveying them. The States 
east of the Missouri never would consent to 
be taxed for the purpose of making lands fer- 
tile at their expense whose products would 
compete with their own and then giving those 
lands away. It would take hundreds of mill- 
ions to foot the irrigation bills, to ditch and 
dam, and there is no Federal money to spend 
in that way. 

As the General Government gave many 
States the swamp lands within them which 
were of little value because they had too much 
water, so it should give them these arid lands 
which are practically valueless because of 
their lack of rainfall. Colorado, for instance, 
should be given those within its limits, dn 
condition that as its means warranted it, it 
would go ahead systematically and build irri- 
gation ditches and sell the lands, the proceeds 
to go in part to the schools and the remainder 
to the cost of the dams and canals. The 
State would be called on to stipulate that 
great blocks of land should not be allowed to 
pass into the hands of speculators, and that 
there should be no monopolizing by a few of 
the sources of water supply. It would be 
necessary to provide also that one State 
should not rob the rights of another; that 
North Dakota should not divert and gobble 
up for irrigation purposes ali the summer 
waters of the Upper Missouri. 

Since it will be impossible for the States to 
make these lands valuable at once, precautions 
must be taken that they are not thrown away, 
and that there are no great grants to com- 
panies which will promise in return to do 
things which they never will do—and yet keep 
the property. The United States has wasted 
on canal and river improvements and rail- 
roads enough real estate to make an empire. 
With these conditions laid down, the transfer 
of the arid lands to the States in which they 
are situated would be the best possible thing 
to do with them. The next Congress could 
not spend its time more usefully than in pass- 
ing a carefully drawn, well-guarded law on 
this subject. Then the General Government 
could shut up its real-estate office, after doing 
business for over a hundred years, and 
devote itself to the care of its parks, groves of 
big trees, and other remnants of its once 
vast domain. It is said that fifty millions of 
acres of arid land now worthless are susceptible 
of irrigation at a moderate cost per acre, and 
thereafter they would be more fertile and re- 
liable in crop-bearing than any land east of 
the Missouri. It is a great matter.

DEMOCRATIC “TARIFF REFORM” V5. 
REPUBLICAN RECIPROCITY. 
Though Democratic orators do a great deal 
of talking and Democratic editors a vast 
amount of writing they never define to their 
hearers and readers just what the difference 


is between their poliey of free trade, which 


they call “tariff reform —a deceptive desig- 
nation, as it is their object to destroy and not 
to reform the tariff —and the Republican pol- 
icy of reciprocity. What these speakers and 
writers have failed to do—perhaps designedly 
Tan Trrevns will do for them. 

The Democrats wish to open our American 
ports without conditions or equivalents for 
the free ingress of all the products of com- 
petitive as well as non-competitive nations. 
It is their desire to admit duty free coffee, 
rubber, and dye-stuffs, which cannot be pro- 
duced here, sugar, coarse wools, hides, etc., 
which cannot be produced here in sufficient 
quantities, and woolens, cottons, iron and 
steel, machinery and implements, and articles 
made from them, which are produced here 
and cannot be made in sufficient quantities. 
The Democrats would let in everything, with 
or without reciprocity, just as England does. 

If that party were in power it would open 
the ports to French prints and gloves, German 
woolens, Belgian glassware, and Austrian but- 
tons without asking for areciprocal equivalent 
in the form of the repeal of the heavy duties 
imposed by those countries on American meats 
and breadstuffs or the orders which prohibit 
their importation under any circumstances. 
Had the Democrats controlled Congress and 
the President last year they would have taken 
off the saccharine duties and letin Cuban sugar 
free, quite indifferent whether Spain retained 
or ‘removed its prohibitory duties on Ameri- 
can flour, salt meats, canned goods, and other 
products. They would have acted on the 
principle of letting in the rest of the world, 
whether other nations imitated the free-trade 
policy they had adopted for this country or 
not. 

The Republican plan of reciprocity, which 
is based on the idea of getting something val- 
uable when you give something of value, is 
radically different from the free-trade meas- 
ures to which their Democratic adversaries 
are fully committed. The Republicans are 
not inclined to follow the English open-ports 
example blindfold, because they believe cir- 


cumstances alter cases and that there is a 


difference as wide as between the poles be- 
tween the economic conditions existing in 
Great Britain and in this country. Fully 
sixty years ago the fact was recognized 
that the little island could not nearly feed its 
inhabitants. But for that fact the free-trade 
agitation would have been in vain. Not be- 
ing half self-supporting as far as home-grown 
food was concerned, England was driven by 
dire necessity to manufacturing enormous 
surpluses of goods and wares that its people 
might live, and not die of famine as the Irish 
had done, and that settled the open-port 
policy to be pursued in the future. The 
United States exists under no such dire condi- 
tions as regards its food supply. Its natural 
resources are so much more extensive than 
those of any of its competitors that it is justi- 
fied in refusing to take them as models. This 
country always has large quantities of surplus 
foodstuffs for sale. 

The Republican creed is, then, to give to 
non-competitive nations and their products 
free access to the American markets, on con- 
dition that they will do the same in return for 
our surpluses, and thus permit their people 
to buy and consume the largest quantity of 
the articles sent to them from the United 
States. The scheme in short is that each side 
should exchange its non-competitive surpluses 
with the other. 

Where there is no competition in products 
there should be the fullest and most unob- 
structed intercourse. Unbridled competition, 
however, in like products with countries which 
have far lower wage scales. than ours the Re- 
publican party believes to be injurious 
to all.our people, because the result of it 
is to pull down the American rate of 
pay in order to compete with the European 
countries and with it the American standard 
of living, which is—class for class—higher 
than that of any other country. The Ameri- 
can workman not merely gets more money 
than the European but he is more and better 


| fed and has better clothes, and his family is

That is reciprocity as Republicans under- 
stand it, 

Such, then, are the two party creeds on for- 
eign trade relations. 


Tan Genecal Committee on Labor Con- 
gresses of the World’s Congress Auxiliary of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition has issued 


ite first bulletin setting forth the general 


scheme of its congress and the subjects to bo 
discussed during the great gathering of 1898. 
Among these subjects the following will be 
considered by the congress: The steps in in-. 
dustrial advance from slavery through serfdom 
to the wage system ; a comparative study of the 
conditions of labor; the conflicts of labor and 
capital; public economies as related to labor; 
labor legislation, including the cash wage, the 
weekly pay, the shorter day, the employer’s 


liability for accident, compulsory insurance, 


child labor, compulsory industrial training, 
legal holidays, and the swift and inexpensive 
administration of justice for all; woman’s 
labor; and international labor problems, such 
as slavery, international trade, immigration, 
and the practicability of a world’s labor or- 
ganization. It will be seen from this general 
sketch of the topics to be discussed that the 
committee has outlined a large and ambitious 
scheme for consideration, and as if proposes 
to invite experts from all parts of the world 
to give their views and make suggestions it is 
not impossible that some progress may be 
made if not toward thecomplete solution of the 
labor-capital problem, at least in preparing the 
way thereto, It the committee can keep out the 
cranks there may be hope for valuable prac- 
tical results from the interchange of views. 


Ax Irish paper published in the interest of 
the leather trade says that in military circles 
in Germany attention is bemg given to a re- 
cent discovery which would cause the intro- 
duction of paper soles into the shoes furnished 
for uso in the army. Plenty of men who served 


in our war in the early sixties can remember 


paper-soled shoes, so that the idea is far from 
being anew one. Still it is not impossible 
that the German article will be a great im- 
provement upon the fraud served out in some 
cases to the men who went forth to fight the 
battles of the Union and found themselves 
barefoot after a march of a few days, while 
the foot-gear had put full price into the pock- 
ets of the rascally contractor. It is said the 
German sole will be made waterproof as well 
as otherwise durable. It may be presumed 
that if the goods turn out as bad as did 
those furnished to the Union army there 
would not be much trouble in making the 
German soldier act literally under the recent 
instruction given by the Kaiser. The swin- 
dled ones would not hesitate to fire on the 
cheaters though in doing so they should shoot 
down the father or brother of some one of 
their number. :

Finances of Egypt. 

The annual report by Sir Evelyn Baring upon 
the finances of Egypt, which has just been sub- 
mitted to the British Parliament, shows that the 
total revenue of 1890 was £10,237,000 (51 million 
dollars for that small country), the largest col- 
lected since the acceasion of the present Khedive, 
yielding a surplus of £599,000. This sum, how- 
ever, is not applicable to the remission of taxa- 
tion, as a great part of it must be handed over to 
the Commissioners of the Public Debt, in ac- 
cordance with the conditions exacted by France 
in return for its adhesion to the conversion 
scheme. It has been found possible, however, to 
abolish the tax on sheep and goats and the 
octroi duty on oil and oil seeds. Sir Evelyn an- 
nounces that a condition of financial equilibrium 
has been secured which can only be upset by a 
succession of untoward and wholly improbable 
events, but which wonld vanish if any change 
occurred in the existing political situa- 
tion. He then proceeds to point out that no 
reform has been of greater importance than 
the abolition of the corvée, or system of 
compulsory unpaid labor on the irrigation works. 
Its abolition cost 000 annually. Last year; 
after much negotiation and under considerable 
pressure, the French Government consented to 
release £150,000 out of the economies of conver- 
sion for part payment of the free labor required. 
This year it has suspended the negotiations on 
that question, and it is accordingly uncertain 
whether any part of the large sum now accumu- 
lated in the bands of the Debt Commissioners can 
be applied to that purpose. There is, he says, a 
million and a quarter sterling of Egyptian money 
locked up and rendered useless to Egypt by the 
action of the French Government, and the sum is 
increasing at the rate of more than three hundred 
thousand a year. From all this it may be gath-. 
ered that the British Government has no imme- 
diate intention of obliging France by getting out 
of Egypt.

The twenty-third congress of the so-called 
Codperative Societies of Great Britain has just 
been held at and some of the figures 
published in connection with it are of dmposing 
dimensions. Thus in twenty-five years the annual 
business of the codperative retail stores has in- 
creased from £4,000,000 to £23,000,000 (140 million 
dollars), and of tlie wholesale societies from noth- 
ing to £10,000,000. The membership has increased 
from 175,000 to 1,000,000. In spite of all this, how- 
ever, it is pointed out that codperation in its 

and true sense, that is, a combination of 
labor and capital for codperative production, has 
made no progress at all. The cooperative stores 
are conducted upon the same principles and to 
the same ends as any other large joint-stock 
undertaking. They have provided an excellent 
opportanity for the investment of savings, and 
have done wonders in the way of distribution, but 
the profits have gone chiefly to the persons who 
provided the capital. So far from being an espe- 
cial benefit to the laboring man one of the speak- 
ers at the congress remarked that “there had 
been a tendency among cooperative socidties to 
give contracts to the lowest tender and to the 
jerry-builder.”

Beriixn, June 12.—Details of the terrible 
accident which befell the Baroness von Pap- 
penheim at Potsdam yesterday lead to the 
belief that it is scarcely possible for the un- 
fortunate lady to recover from the effects of 
her injuries. The Baroness is the daughter 
of the officer in command of the First Lan- 
cers, and was onthe suite ofthe Empress 
when she was knocked off her horse and was 
fearfully bruised about the arms, legs, and 
body. The cause of the accident seems 
to be curious, and arose from the 
Baroness’ horse being frightened by a sudden 
movement of the Lancers, who, as they were 
coming into line, were suddenly ordered to 
start off at a gallop. The Baroness, taken by 
surprise at the sudden fright of her horse, was 
thrown to the ground and before it was pos- 
sibie for anybody to interfere to save her 
twelve troopers had ridden over her prostrate 
form, as they were unable to rein in their 
horses in time to prevent the catastrophe. To 
add to the horror of the incident it was the 
father of the Baroness himself who led the ad- 
vance of the Lancers and was. therefore a ter- 
rified witness of the accident which he was 
powerless to avert or modify. Much sympa- 
thy is expressed both for him and for the 
Baroness.

COL. KING TELLS HOW HE KILLED POSTON 


His Story and the Ante-Mortem Statement 
of His Victim Vary Widely. 

Memrpuis, Tenn., June 12.— The dying 
declaration of David Poston was read. this 
morning in the Criminal Court, before which 
Col. H. Clay King is on trial for the murder 
of the noted lawyer. It is as follows: 

I was walking down Main street aud saw H. 
Clay King approaching me, 1 thought with the 
intention of speaking to me. He walked up in 
front of me and told me I was a d ‘ 
and pulled a pistol and fired, pushing it right at 
my body. No conversation occurred between us 
at all. I made no effort to resent what he said. 
He shot me in an instant. 

Dr. W. B. Rogers then testified to the nature 
of the wounds inflicted and said they were 
necessarily fatal, after which the State an- 
nounced that they would rest their case. 

The defense proceeded at once with their 
case, Col. King taking the stand. On the 
morning of the killing of David Poston, said 
he. I went into 's store. As I left the 
store I met Dave Poston. I asked him to 
withdraw the charges he had made against me 
and my wife in a cross-bill filed in the King- 
Pillow case. He refused and I denounced him 
as ascoundrel. He then cailed me a number 
of vile names. He then put his hand behind 
his overcoat and I thought he had a pistol. I 
told him to stand back and | retrea several 
steps. Then as he advanced I gave him one 
shot. I could have given him five more, but I 
just gave him one to repel the attack.

Enforcement of the Regulations Regard- 
ing Tenement Houses, 
Chancellor L. Jenks was penitent yesterday 

and wentover to the Health Department full of 

promises. He wascloseted with Commission- 
er Ware for an hour in the afternoon talking 
about the Clark street tenement houses that 


Mr. Jenks does not want to be prosecuted 
and he told Dr. Ware that he would do what 
the law requires and abate the nuisance. He 
is very much stirred up about the matter and 
feels as though he was shouldering the whole 
blame. He promised to have his tenement 
houses cleaned up at once. 

Plumbmg Inspector Barrows visited Nos. 
485 to 493 Clark street yesterday and sent in 
his report to Dr. Ware. His investigation 
showed the premises to be in a horrible con- 
dition. Garbage is scattered over the back- 

in spite of the 
scavengers make daily 
trips to the place. The sewers also are in a 
condition, and there is no connection be- 
tween them and the waste pipes in the house, 
so that the floors are flooded with the refuse 
from all of the sinks. There were no traps on 
any of the sinks, either, nor any ventilating 
pipes anywhere in the block. He thinks the 
lace should be condemned, as it violates the 
ith ordinance in almost every particular. 
Notice will 3 he served on Mr. Jenks 
and the o owners today, whether or not 
they promise to clean up things. 

Dr. Ware is inclined to think that if the 
nuisance is abated nothing more can be done, 
The ordinance provides that tenement houses 
must be put in a good sanitary condition, and 
in this case Inspector Barrows will be the 
judge. Places where refuse of any kind is 
placed must be thoroughly ventilated, and 
the waste pi must be connected with the 
sewer. The law says that if a house does not 
comply with these requirements the inmates 
must be madeto vacate, but the building it- 
self cannot be torn down unless it is a pest- 
house. Dr. Ware says that the hovels in the 
rear of Nos. 537 and 539 will be torn down, as 
ov are not houses. The Health Department 
will keep a watch on these premises, and after 
proper notices have been served, if the nui- 
sance is not remedied, owners will be 
. The department will make war 
on over-crowded tenement houses in all parts 
of the city, and inspectors have received or- 
ders to report any cases that come under their 


HOW NOT TO MAKE A REPORT, 


An Illustration by the County Hospital In- 
vestigating Committee. 

There was a lively time yesterday at the 
meeting of the Public Service committee of 
the County Board over the report of the Hos- 
pital Investigating committee, which was sub- 
mitted for approval. ‘ 

In the case of Ann Johnson the committee 
reported that she wanted to go and the hos- 
pital authorities had no power to hold her. 
The rule requiring convalescent patients to do 
manual labor was stamped as barous in 
the extreme but liable to continue so long as 
the present — remained unchanged. 
question resolved itself into this: Were the 
trained nurses expected to do this work or 
not, and whether it was practicable to dis- 
charge the training school nurses and hire 
others at $15 per week who would be under 
the control of the institution? In conclusion 
the rt says the County Hospital seems to 
be afflicted with too many managers without 
definite responsibility. are the physi- 
cians, nurses, and wardens, each claiming al- 
most exclusive control over what each sup- 
poses to be his department; and if there is 
no clash of authority it is assuredly not due to 
this three-headed system but to the patient 
=— and forbearance of employés them- 
selves. 

The report recommended several improve- 
ments at the hospital, among them being the 
erection of two pavilions at the termination 
of the long corridors and an isolated ward for 
the treatment of children’s diseases of an in- 
fectious character.

ARE THEY BOGUS BONDS? 


COMMISSIONER STAUBER THINES HE 
MAS UNEARTHED FORGERY. 


His Discovery in the County Treasurer’s 
Office—The Printer Certain That They 
Are Counterfeits of the Issue of $1,000,- 
000 in 1888—Wherein They Differ from 
the QOriginals—The $1,000 Court-House 
Bond of an Earlier Issue Also Open to 
Suspicion, | 

“There is no doubt but the bonds are coun- 
terfeit. I told the county officers that they 
were inviting, fraud when they ordered $100 
bonds printed, said A. H. Childs, manager 
of the Monroe street printmg house of S. D. 
Childs & Co. He was discussing the. infor- 
mal canceled coupons discovered by County 
Commissioner Stauber. 

Yesterday Mr. Stauber turned up some 
coupons in the vaults of the County Court- 
House about whose lack of genuineness there 
can be little question. Instead of the number 
of the bond being printed as it should be, it is 
written in the coupon with pen andink. The 
backs of the questionable coupons are blanks 
instead of bearing a little green wreath and 
the proper number. 

In view of the discoveries made by Commis- 
sioner Stauber it would be well for all owners 
of county bonds, especially of the funding 
bonds issued three years ago, to closely scruti- 
nize their securities. It might be of advan- 
tage, also, for the County Treasurer to en- 
force a few of the ordinary rules observed in 
business houses. ‘Bogus coupons with unor- 
namented backs would.not then be discovered 
with the Treasurer’s stamp thereon. 

The bonds which have been duplicated or 
counterfeited are of the $1,000,000 issue of 
1888 to pay off floating county indebtedness, 


including salaries and other current expenses 


incurred by the boodlers.“ 

There is another bond of a previous issue 
which is open to suspicion. This isa $1,000 
Court-House bond issued during the term of 
Treasurer McCrea. While checking up the 
report of the County Treasurer for the last 
quarter, coupons for $2 each, being the inter- 
est on $100, bonds 718 and 719 of series 8, 
„funding bonds, were found by Com- 
missioner Stauber in the vouchers. Refer- 
ence to the books showed that cou of 
these numbers and for interest during the 
same period of time had been previously paid 
and had been included by Treasurer Davis in 
his final report. The coupons were similar 
in every except upon two the 
numbers 718 and 719 were written with 
a pen instead of having been stamped. 

Numbers in Red Ink. 

Yesterday morning, in going through back 

number vouchers, Mr. Stauber found interest 
coupons for Bond No. 820, Series 4, due in 
September, 1889, and March, 1890, in which the 
number was written in red ink. The backs of 
these coupons were guiltless of the litho- 
graphed wreath. The paper upon which they 
were printed, when compa with that of 
the genuine coupons, proved to be thinner 
and otherwise inferior. Another coupon for 
$25, — six months' interest on a bond for 
$1,000—No. 964—for Court-House purposes, 
was discovered upon which the number ap- 
in ink. 
William Burcky, an employé of the Treas- 
urer’s office, was disinclined to believe that 
the coupons were counterfeit. When the 
bonds and coupons were stamped in their nu- 
merical order some of the coupons may have 
been missed. Bemg discovered afterward 
the numbers may have been filled in in the 
Treasurer’s office. The duplicating of the 
numbers was accidental.” 

Neither Mr. Burcky nor any of the “ hold- 
overs ’’ in the office gould recall any bond in 
which such an omission had been noted. Mr. 
Burcky said that all blank bonds printed in 
excess of the issue were destroyed when the 
full number had been properly stamped and 


signed, 

S. D. Childs & Co., printers lithograph- 
ers, had the contract for furnishing the bonds 
of 1888. A. H. Childs, the manager, recollect- 
ed the circumstances attendant upon the 
printing of the same very clearly. 

“The county officers had two men up here 
all the time while the bonds were being made. 
When the full number had been run off they 
were turned over to these men, and the im- 
pression of the bond destroyed in their pres- 
ence, They wouldn’t even let me have one 
as a sample of the work. The unsigned bonds 
were taken from here down to Lioyd’s to be 
numbered. The issue was made up of $100, 
$500, and $1,000 bonds. Each one was exam- 
ined as it was printed and all bonds and 
sonore were properly lithographed on both 
sides, 

„Those that are blank on one side are coun- 
terfeits. Some one bought one of the lower 
denomination and made a counterfeit of it. I 
told the Commissioners at time 
it was unsafe, simply inviting fraud, to issue 
those $100 bonds. Any one could afford to 
8 one and make a lithograph of it. 

ut the Commissioners wished to ‘give the 
workingmen a chance’ to get cheap bonds. 
They did it certainly. Itisasi thing 
that these coupons were cashed. It seems to 
me that the clerk authorized to make pay- 
ments should acquaint himself with the nat- 
ure of the vouchers. The absence of an im- 
portant part of the design on a coupon ought 
to excite suspicion. We have printed mill- 
ions of dollars“ worth of bonds, State, munic- 
ipal, railway, and others, and this is the first 
time one has been counterfeited,’’ 


Mr. Lioyd’s Story. 


William D. Lloyd. who printed the numbers 
on the bonds and coupons, told the brief his- 
tory of the p of the blank securities 
through his establi ent. The bonds were 
brought here in charge of two men from the 
Treasurer’s offlœe, he said. men re- 
mained here all the time that the work of 
printing the numbers was being done. I had 
three machines at work and the urer’s 
men were here night and day until the job 
was completed. Then the bonds were turned 
over to them, and the number being found to 
correspond with the number they brought, 
they took the securities away. 

It is possible, of course, that some of the 
coupons were not numbered, but I do not be- 
lieve such to be the case. No such failure was 
reported to me, either by my operatives or the 
Treasurer’s men. There were some bonds 
wholly blank which we did not number. These 
were extra ones for use in case any were 
ae in numbering or at the county of- 

ces. 


The last person seen in connection with the

An American Resident’s Description of the 
Grip’s Ravages in China.

es Chinese did not know what disease 
had broken out in their midst, and hundreds 
of the natives I know were frightened to 
death,” said Mr. Thompson. The Chinese 
physicians were unable to say what disease 
was causing the enormous increase 
in death rate, and the result 
was a panic. The Mongolians im- 
agined the evil spirit was demonstrating 
his wrath by sending a plague among them, 
and in order to head off the wicked fellow’s 
intentions they went through the streets of all 
the large cities beating drums. The intention 
was to drum the evil spirit out of the country. 

„At Whampoa, which is ten miles from 
Canton, the natives became so alarmed that 
they took down the big drum which was built 
in the Joss house there, and thousands of peo- 
ple marched through the streets after the huge 
instrument, which was — pounded all the 
time by four or five husky Chinamen. From 
that time on the death rate decreased, and the 
superstitious imagined the disease had been 
drummed away. ; 

**T talked with several American physicians 
who were traveling through the country and 
they said the disease was the grip.

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BUSINESS OF THE COUNTRY IN A 


PROSPEROUS STATE. . 


Despite the Enormous Drain of Gold Dur- 


ing the Last Few Months Money Is 
Plentifal and Cheap for Legitimate 
Trade, the Movement of Staples Is Fair 

in Volume and Profits, and the Crop 

Prospects Instill Confidence Into Mer- 
chants and Bankers for the Future. 

New Yorx, June 12.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 

Very rarely has such a strain been put upon 
productive industry and legitimate business as 
by the enormous exports of gold in May. It 
is a most significant fact that after this severe 
test the state of trade is better for the season 
and inore hopeful than it was in April, when 
the great movement of gold had not begun. 

Within thirty days the largest crop of wheat 
ever grown, it is probable, will be moving to 
market. The government report and other 
information put down the price 335 cents 
last week, and, while the official report was 
not so favorable regarding oats, the price 
dropped 2 cents, though corn rose nearly 14 
cents, Cotton dropped an eighth to the low- 
est point touched for nearly forty years. 
Lard and petroleum declined 13¢ cents, and 
coffee X of a cent, and on the whole the week 
was not a good one for the people who bet on 
higher prices. But money was easier in spite 
of previous exports. Silyer was lower, and 
the rate of foreign exchange declined so far 
that bankers admit gold can now be sent 
abroad only at a loss to those who order it. 
The Treasury has added about 2. 400, 000 to 
the circulation during the week, and the re- 
— of currency from the interior have been 

eavy. 

Reports from othér cities show that trade, 
while moderate in volume, as is ex 
at this season, is fairly large, undisturbed, and 
exceedingly confident as tothe future. At 
Boston boots and shoes afe recovering from 
the depression caused by failures, At Phila- 
delphia manufactured iron is st hened — 
orders from Chicago. Hides are quiet, wit! 
cheering prospects, though the shoe trade is 
but fairly satisfactory. : 

Pittaburg reports no change in iron, except 
that Bessemer steel is stronger. At Cleveland 
dry goods, groceries, and hardware are mov- 
ing fairly, and manufactured iron is in fair de- 
mand, but coal and dre are inactive. At Cin- 
cinnati trade in groceries is smaller, but prof- 
its better than last year, and at Detroit wool 
is moving at a decline of 4 to 5 cents to meet 
the needs of manufacturers, with other trade 
unchanged, 

Condition of Chicago Trade. 

Chicago reports an increase of 200 per cent 
in the movement of wool and some increase 
in flour, wheat, cheese, and butter, but a de- 
crease in hides, in lard a third, and in cured 
meats one-half, with. the dry goods and shoe 
trade larger than a year ago, plenty of money 
— legitimate business nothing for specu- 

ators. P 

At Milwaukee good crop reports stimulate 
manufacturers and jobbers, and at St. Paul 
rains have made the crop prospects excellent. 
St. Louis finds the- decrease in general trade 
about equal to tho increase last year, though 
it is up to the average for this season and 
while small fruits have suffered some the 
yield of grain promises to be phenomenal. 
At Kansas City trade is fairly satisfactory, as 
at Denver and at Louisville crop prospects 
stimulate confidence. Memphis notes that re- 
cert rains have much improved the prospects, 
and at other Southern points trade is season- 
ably dull.

European Countries All Looking to Amer- 
ica to Supply Their Crop Shortages. 

New Ton, June 12.—Before the close of 
the present year it is confidently predicted in 
financial circles in this city that the $60,000,000 
in gold which has been drawn from the stock 
of specie in this country will have come back 
with a large addition. This state of affairs 
will be due to the enormous crop shipments 
from this country, and in spite of the great 
drain made by the annual migration of sum- 
mer tourists to Europe, which is conserva- 
2 reckoned at from $30,000,000 to 

A new and promising phase of the business 
situation is that all the great European steam- 
ships sailing from this port have their s 
reserved for cargoes engaged months ahead. 
The American crop of breadstuffs promises 
to be the largest ever known. In Europe the 
crops are very small. Europe will be more 
than usually dependent on the United States 
for food, and transcontinental railroads 
and the transatlantic steamships will have an 
uncommonly busy and profitable time. The 
American farmer will get higher prices and 
will be correspondingly happy. 

In addition to the line steamers a 
large number of outside vessels, with capaci- 
ties ranging from 8,000 to 13,000 quarters each, 
have been chartered for September and Octo- 
ber shipment to load for Cork for orders at 
four shillings per quarter. The term Cork 
for orders is a comprehensive form of 
charter and means that shippers can order 
the vessel to certain ports in the United King- 
dom at three pence less than the charter rate. 
It is repo that millions of bushels of the 
coming crops have already been engaged by 
foreign houses all these preparations for a 
heavy fall and winter export movement are 
but the natural consequences of the failure of 
the foreign crops.

POWER FROM ARTESIAN WELLS. 


Troublesome Sewage. ) 

The great economic value of the sulphur- 
retic force lying beneath Florida's flat soil 
was yesterday afternoon practically demon- 
strated by the Board of Public Works at the 
Water-works Park. In other words, the new 
‘pump wasa decided success. The pump is 
for the purpose of lifting the sewage of the 
lower parts of Springfield to the higher sew- 
erage system of the city. This is effected by 
an ingenious and simple piece of machinery. 

The crude force is in the big artesian well 
back of the water-works.: Few people appre- 
ciate the immense power in one of wells. 
For instance, this and, in fact, every one of 
the artesian wells along the St. Johns devel- 
ops a power of twenty-two pounds to the 
square inch, Near this well is a spherical cis- 
tern of 10,000 gallons’ capacity sunk in the 
ground, To this cistern runs a pipe convey- 
ing the sewage .of Springfield. is sew 
is deposited in this cistern by gravity. 

roblem now is to make the force of the well 

itt these 10,000 gallons through an eight-inch 
ipe over Hogan’s Creek to the sewer on 
aura street, 

Upright in this cistern is a centrifugal 
pump. There is a wheel in connection with 
this pump at gow if turned, will do the pump- 
ing. Ten feet off is a turbine wheel inclosed 
in an iron box. The revolving-rod of this 
wheel has another wheel on the outside of the 
box. An eight-inch band connects the cen- 
trifugal pump wheel with the turbine wheel’s 
wheel. Running from the artesian well to 
the turbine wheel is an eight-inch pi Turn 
the water on and you’ve got the whole busi- 
ness operating as pretty as can be, and the 
water or sewage in the cistern 1s thrown out 
at the rate of 66 gallons per second, 400 g 
lons per minute, or the 10,000 gallons in twen- 
ty-five minutes. 

The turbine wheel develops a ten-horse 
power, and more than one can be placed toa 
well and each wheel adds ten-horse more to 
the power. The whole 1 runs al- 
most absolutely without wear tear, and 
any farmer who needs a force to grind his 
cane or corn can bore a hole for $1,300 and 
have a turbine wheel and machinery for say 
$500 more. The centrifugal pump, turbine 
wheel, well, and all cost the Board of Public 
Works $1,900.—Florida Times-Union. 


SHOOTING MONSTERS—BIG STEEL GUNS. 


The Fifty-two Ton Breech-Loading Rifle 
Awaiting Trial at Sandy Hook. 

Wasnuinetrow, D. C., June 9.—The twelve-inch 
gun which has just arrived at Sandy Hook from 
the Watervliet Arsenal at West Troy is the largest 
steel gun ever constructed’ in this country. The 
Navy Department, however, is building ordnance 
of the same caliber, besides supplying several 
scores of eight-ine six-inch guns to the new 
cruisers and a battery of ten-inch guns to the 
Miantonomoh. It was begun about three years 
ago, and accordingly the two largest forgings, the 
tube and the jacket, were procured of Schneider 
& Co. in France; but hereafter the army, like 
the navy, will be able to secure from American 
steel works all the fo for any desired cali- 
bers. The present gun, which is the P ac og a of a 
large number of the same sort intended for har- 
bor defense, is 36% feet long, with a bore of 34 feat, 
and weighs about 52 tons. With acharge of 440 
pounds of powder it is expected that an initial 
velocity of 1,940 feet per second will be imparted 
to a projectile weighing 1,000 pounds. This will

W. J. Shaw is one of the men who molded 
things in this country when it was young and 
pliable. He came from New York in 1849, 
and was about the first man to hang outa 
lawyer’s sign in San Francisco. He won the 
cases.that settled the validity of settlers’ titles 
and resulted in the passage of the Van Ness 
Ordinance, and he served as a State Senator 
in 1854, when it was more of an honor to be @ 
legislator than it is now. . 

In all my. years of travel,“ he said yeste r- 
day, “I never found a happier people than 


those who live in Sumatra, in the middle part 


of the island. The people all over Sumatra 
are believers in the Mohammedan religion, 
but the peculiar customs which make this par- 
ticular people unique and different from all 
others are confined to one community. 

“Tt would not be correct to term this 


they do not live in tribal relations at all, al- 
though there is a chief and under-chieftai ns. 
These rulers, however, are not despots, and if 
the people do not like the way in which they 
manage things they dispose of them shortly 
and put other men in their places. 
„ Althoueh men are the ostensible chief- 
tains, the women are the real rulers. The 
customs of the country forbid the giving of a 
man’s property to his children after his death. 
If a man dies the property he owns is given to 
his father and mother. The woman’s prop- 
erty, on the contrary, is given to the children. 
Probably that is the custom that is respon- 
sible for the turning over of all the wealth of 
the country to the women. 

It is the constant aim of the men to en-

Mo medanism are followed upon the ques- 
tion of divorce. The husband has the right 
to divorce his wife whenever he chooses, but 
must allow her to retain the — in ber 
possession. Divorces are not frequent, thodgh, 
and I believe that in proportion to the popu- 
lation divorces in this part of Sumatra are 
not one in sixteen compared to the number of 
divorces in California. 

The people are happy there—happy as 
they can be. ildren live at home with 
mother—the boys until they are 13 or 14 and 
the girls until they marry. . 

** When the hter gets married she does 
not leave her mother’s house. An addition is 
built on—a new roof, as they call it—and the

where there are many children.

there were a mother and seven daughters liv- 
ing with their children. The original house 
had grown with each marriage until it spread 


over a large piece of ground. 


When the boys get old enough to leave 
home they are taken to a compartment house 
which is set aside as a home for them until 
they wish to marry. girl has the right to 
choose whom she will wed, a privilege that is 
not delegated to her in many Mohammedan 
countries. - 

“ Once married, the hysband for the rest of 
his life is his wife’slover. He lives apart from 
her and visits her home only in the evening to 
chat with her and the children. wet eee wed 
gets—and there is plenty of money of Dutc 
turns over to his 


petty family cares. 
He is bothered only to earn money to 
pay for the things they eat and what they wear. 

To thi tor them to eat need not 
worry him much. Tbe portion of Sumatra in 
which these — people live is very fertile 
and productive. It is a fine country, with 
beautiful mountains and streams and magnifi- 
cent scenery. All sorts ö tropicab fruits are 
grown and in the higher altit many of the 
grains. f 

To find dresses for the family must be a 
different matter, for I never saw such elegant- 
ly attired women as in these communities. 

are very beautiful, anyway, boasting. the 
faireat and finest complexions and the bright- 
est eyes. 

J have seen women there wearing dresses 
of pure gold others wearing silvér gowns. 
But these metals are mined there in Sumatr 
and the natives psssess sufficient knowledge o 
the arts to smelt and form the ingots into wire. 
The weaving of these handsome and costl 
cloths is quite the principal occupation of bo 
‘the women the men. 

Never in Christian countries do women 
dress as extravagantly. 

I remember that once the chief told me 
he would have two pretty maidens dress as 
they .would on their marriage. The two 
bright-eyed girls were gone some time and 
came back wearing, one a dress of gold and 
the other one of silver. They had bracelets 
one above another from the hands and above 
their elbows. At the elbows they wore pecu- 
liar bracelets, jointed to permit easily — 
the joint. In brief their arms were armo 
with precious metal. They had necklaces of 
gems and other costly ornaments, and the 
cloth-of-gold and cloth-of-silver dresses were 
made closely fitting above the waist and the 
skirts in flounces., 

They are not an ignorant people, for the 
children are taught in their homes, and many 
learn to read the Koran. They observe the 
proprieties, too, as is apparent from the rule 
as to widows. 

When a woman’s husband dies she plants 
a post in front of her particular door in the 
family house and hangs a flag upon it. While 
that waves she may not marry again. But 
when winds, blowing softly off the sea, 
have torn it into shreads and scattered the bits 
on the ground ber term of mourning is over 
and she may accept a second lover’s proffer.”’

Finally the camel stop before the entrance 
of the tent and the bride was carried in by her 
mother-in-law. 

I was curious to see her face, and as I was 
asked to go in I gladly The tent 
had two compartments, and was quite devoid 
of furniture except some rugs and straw mat- 
tings, on one of which the bride sat, surround- 
ed by other women. She was a girl of 14, 
with regular features, beautiful black eyes, 
and tattoed chin—a most prevalent fashion 
among .Bedouin women. She wore a long;
